‘Mr. Lodge evidently did not expect it 
to get far, for in the debate in the Sen- 
ate today he informed Senator Williams 
of Mississippi that the tre&ty had “ fal- 
lén by the wayside.’’ It was the first 
time the Republican leader had publicly 
expressed such a view. 

Nothing is to be done about the pro- 
— compromise, it is understood, un- 
til the President has passed upon it. 

The reservations adopted today were 
those covering Shantung and the selec- 
tion of American representatives upon 
organizations created by the treaty, such 
as the League of Nations and other com- 
missions. 

Senator Hitchcock opened the debate 
on Shantung by asserting that in pro- 
posing it the Republicans were sup- 
porting an idle thing, and were relin- 
quishing the only hold upon Japan which 
the United States had in its efforts to 
help China. E 

‘China would derive no benefit from 
this reservation,’’ said Mr. Hitchcock. 
“‘It merely withholds the assent of the 
United States from the Shantung deal, 
but that has béen consummated. Japan 
is in Shantung. This .reservation does 
nothing to right a wrong. If Senators 
want. to help China their proper course 
would be to vote for a declaration that 
we propose to hold Japan to/her prom- 
ises, made in Paris and elsewhere, to 
return Shantung to China.” 

Senator Lodge replied that the reserv- 
ation would at least prevent the world 
from believing that the United States 
assented to ‘‘the infamy ’’ heaped on 
China.

A sensational rise of about 14 cents in 
sterling exchange yesterday, to the-basis

PALMER ON SUGAR 


Republican Admits Plan_as the 
House Votes on Party Lines 
for an Inquiry. 


Democrats Challenge Oppo- 
nents for Proof of Charges

WASHINGTON, March 4—By a 
strictly partisan vote, 162 to 142, the 
House today adopted a resolution offered 
by Representative Tinkham of Massa- 
chusetts, authorizing the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to investigate Attorney General 
Palmer’s conduct in concurring in the 
proposal submitted by the United States 
District Attorney. of New Orleans, which 
permitted the Louisiana sugar planters 
to fix a price of 17 and 18 cents for last 
year’s sugar crop. ; 

The resolution not. only calls for an 
investigation into the facts surrounding 
this transaction but empowers the com- 
mittee to inquire whether the Depart- 
ment of Justice gave the sugar growers 
immunity from prosecution against prof- 
iteering and demands under what au- 
thority of Taw the Department of Jus- 
tice agreed upon the sugar prices that 
could be charged, which Mr. Tinkham 
avers caused retail sugar prices to soar 
9 and 10 cents a pound. 

During the debate the desire of the 


Republican leaders to lodge impeach- 
ment charges against the Atterney Gen- 
eral if possible through the proposed, In- 
quiry was suggested. Representative 
Philip H. Campbell of Kansas, who re- 
ported the rule for the inquiry, in ex- 


plaining. the purposes of the investiga- 


tion, hinted at such ‘a move. 

‘*'The only action that can be taken 
at this time, if the rule is adopted,” said 
Mr. Campbell, ‘‘ is to call the Attorney 
General before the Judiciary Commit- 
tee and let him explain there his-#ttion 
in the sugar case.

THREATENED BY CITY 


Corporation Counsel Warns In- 
terborough to Improve the — 
Service in 90 Days. 


600 NEW CARS ORDERED 


Surface Lines Lost $2,525 a 
Day for Three Months, 
Testifies. 


Corporation Counsel Burr announced 
yesterday that unless the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company improved its 
service greatly on the subway Mnes 
within ninety days steps would be taken 
for the seizure and operation of the 
property by the city. The announcement 
followed instructions to Mr. Burr by the 
Board. of Estimate Wednesday to take 
action to deprive the New York Railways 
Company of its franchises for failing to 
furnish adequate service. 

In reference.to the subway lines, Mr. 
Burr said he would call upon the Public 
Service Commission and insist that the 
terms of the Interborough Company’s 
contract with the city be lived up 
to. He explained that a clause in 
whe dual subway contract prevides 
that the Interborough Company shall 
furnish adequate service, and that 
if it falls to do so, and the 
warning of the city is disregarded for 
ninety deys, the city could take over 
the lines and either operate them itself 
or turn them over to an operating 
agency. 

On March 2 Public Service Commis, 
sioner Lewis Nixon issued an order 
directing the. Interborough Company to 
add €00 more Cars to its subway service 
not later than March 10. The order 
practically provides for a service equal 
to the present’ resh-hour periods during 
the entire day. Mr. Burr, in his state- 
ment, referred to’ this order by Mr.

THE ELIZABETHPORT ACCIDENT. 

The crossing at Elizabethport where 
the Hampton “‘ flier,’’ with signals 
set against it, ran at a high rate of 
speed into a Newark-Elizabeth local 
train on Wednesday evening, has 
always been viewed with nervousness 
by efficient- locomotive engineers; 
especially at night. The . accident, 
which caused the deaths of three mem- 
bers of the engine crews and‘ an in- 
nocent’ bystamder, occurred in day- 
It seemed miraculous that so 
few of the passengers in the six cars 
of the express:train were injured, for 
the train was: moving at a speed of 
thirty miles or more an hour when 
the crash came. So violent was the 
collision that the boilers of both. loco- 
motives exploded. Yet the passengers 
in most of the cars,of the “ flier’” 
were not thrown from their . seats, 


built. Had they been constructed of 
wood there would have been a differ- 
ent story to tell. 

The Central Railroad of New Jersey’ 
uses’ a great many wooden cars in: its 
commuter service, even on fast ex- 
‘presses that carry thousands of pas- 
sengers many’ times a day. These 
trains approath the Elizabethport 
crossing at high speed when the sig- 
nals show that they have a clear: 
track, that is to say the right of way. 
‘But human carelessness, ineffittenoy; 
‘Blindness, disability must always. be 
Yreckoned with.. The signal apparatus 
may, function well when handled by’ 
tmen: with their faculties alert. But 
suppose flesh and blood go wrong, in 
the signal tower or in the cali of the: 
Jocomotive. In that case no passen- 
‘ger would like to be sitting. in a 
‘wooden coach. One of the: warnings: 
of the Elizabethport tragedy is that 
ithe Central Railroad of New Jersey 
should replace: its wooden with steel. 
coaches. A wooden car om a main 
line road is archaic. 

There have been instances of loco- 
motive engineers falling dead at their 
posts while their trains were rushing 
on; of what avail are signals then? 
Men of middle age and older—often 
lengineers are not young men nor men 
in the prime of life—may have a

HUNGARY’S TURN. 

Now that the French have lightened? 
the burden lid om Turkey and, the 
British are interceding for easier 
terms to Germany, it is only fair that 
‘the Italians: should: take: their turn by 
demanding concessions to Hungary.

Proposed Decreases In Appropriation 
ifor Foreign Commerce Condemned 
—Canal Completion Favored. 





The Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York yesterday went on récord 
as favoring an incréase of at leas 3015 
per cent. in the pay of thé entire teach- 
ing staff in this city. It was agreed that 
there should be a special meeting of the 
Chamber on March 12 to consider a Fed- 
eral. budget, inflation and taxation. De- 
créases in appropriations for foreign 
commerce, proposed in a recent bill at 
Washington, were condemned, and the 
passage of a bill increasing salaries 
of employes of the Customs Department 
was urged. 

Phe Chamber also adopted a resolu- 
tion for the completion of the State 
Barge Canal and recommended a refer- 
endum authorizing a bond issue for addi- 
tional ‘sums to carry through this work. 
Mark’ Sheldon addressed the Chamber 
on ‘After War.Aims of Australia.’’ A 
memorial of Rear Admiral Robert EH. 
Peary was presented. 

The resolution adopted by the Cham- 
ber. Pégarding an arpa in pay for 
teachers read: 

“Resolved, That the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the State of New York urges 
upch the authorities of the city and 
State immediate action to meet this crit- 
ical condition in the school system by an 
emergency increase of at least 30 pér| H

“ing staff, to continue until there is a 
substantial reduction in the present cost 
of living.”’

George D. Smith, the dealer in raré 
pooks who in the last ten years had 
usually outbid all competiters in the 
great auctions in London and New 
York, died suddenly from heart disease 
at 4 o’clock yesterday aftetnoon whilé 
sitting at his desk in his bookstore at 
8 East Forty-fifth Street. W. Lanier

Sixteen Policemen and 500 Persons 
Involved—Two Women de 
as. Witnesses. 


The investigation by the District At- 
torney’s. office of allegations concerning 
the relations between police officers and 
notorious women broadened in scope 
yesterday to take in sixteen persons, 
including detectives in the Third as well 
as Fourth Inspection. Districts. Two 
women detained as material witnesses 
were he'd in $5,000 bail. * 

Efforts have been made to tamper with 
witnesses, according to Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney James E. Smith, in charge 


of the investigation. One prospective 
witness has been threatened with dire 
punishment if he aided the District At- 
torney, Mr. Smith said. As soon as he 
made his disclosures the prosecutor as- 
serted, the machinery was set in motion 
tending to thwart his investigation. 

The new system of graft that has 
sprung up in recent years, it was said 
at the District - Attorney’s office, is 
much worse than the one: that existed 
in the days of Chief of Police William 
J. Devery. : 

Mr. Smith has been greatly handi- 
capped in ‘his investigation of the rela- 
tion betweer? the underworld and the 
police since the demotion of Inspector 
‘“‘Honest Dan’’ Costigan and the dis- 
persal of his expert vice squad. 


Apartments Under Investigation. 


The investigators believe that 500 
apartments in the west side districts are 
used for unlawful purposes and are 
certain that not one could remain open 
twenty-four hours without the con- 
nivance of ‘‘ plain clothes ’’»men. These 
apartments, it was said, are maintained 
on Central Park West and Riverside 
Drive, and extravagant rentals are paid.

DELIVERS SIX ADDRESSES 


He Now Goes to New Hampshire, 
Returning to New York After 
South Dakota Campaign. _

BUFFALO, March 4.—Major Gen: 
Leonard Wood, candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for President, made his 


first appeal today to the men and Women | 


of Buffalo. In the course of a strenuous 
day he made six speeches, in which he 
emphasized the things that he believes 
should be done for the United States. 
He was received everywhere. with’ en- 
thusiasm, and his Erie County managers 
express confidence tonight that«he- ‘has 
more than cn even chance of winning 
the support of a large part of the «Re- 
publican voters of the city and county. 

At the Republican Club meeting in the 
Hotel Statler tonight one of the speakers 
referred to the fact that’ General Wood’ 
during the day had not once uttered a 
word of unkind criticism against the Ad- 
ministration at Washington. Neither did. 
he attack any of the three other leading 
candidates for the Republican Presi- 
dential nomination. 

*‘ Leonard Wood,”’ said Colonel A. C. 
Goodyear, one of General Wood’s prin- 
cipal supporters in this section of New 
York, ‘‘ is standing on his own feet. He 
is. making a clean, manly fight, and if 
he gets the nomination, as'I believe he 
will, it will have been won without re- 
sort to any cheap politics or hitting-be- 
low-the-belt tactics.’’ 

General Wood's first speech was de- 
livered shortly after his arrival to the 
women' of the Twentieth Century Club.

He advocated a policy of 
the square deal on the part of capital 
and labor, reiterated his previously ex- 
pressed views in favor of a thoroughly 
Americanized League’ of Nations, and 
the prompt ratification of the treaty of 
peace as soon as it is properly amended.

Talking at the Chamber of re 
General Wood devoted practically all 
of his time to an appeal to his hearers 
to back up the War Department in its 
efforts to combine military training 
with useful vocational work.

WASHINGTON, March 4.+Canada is 
renewing: insistently her demand that 
16,000 freight ‘cars,-owned by her rail- 
Ways and now in the United States, be 
returned; and bririging pressure to bear 
on the. Car Service Division of the 
American Railway Association. It has 
even been said here that Canada will not 
permit more cars to cross the border 
until those in this country are ‘sent 
back, although no such ultimatum has 
been received by the Car Service Di- 
vision. 

“The greatest relief we could have 


weather {n the New England States, so 
we could get the cars into that terri- 
tory and through to Canada,” said an 
official this afternoon. He said the car 
movement to Eastern Canada ‘was 
chiefly through Maine and New Hamp- 
shire, which were now ice-locked and 
snow-bound. 

> Canadian cars have 
into this country since 
1918-18,” he continued. 
however, last Winter, as every one 
knows, was mild, and the car move- 
ment wag not. hampered by weather 
conditions. 

“The largest number of ‘Canadian 
freight cars 
1919 was 45,070 on May 1. This 
number steadily decreased. until on Noy. 
15 there were 17,533. The cars were 
being returned right along and the 
humber lessening: until the last héavy 
storms. Since that time there has been 
a slight increase, This ,increase has 
been due to complete or part paralysis 
of railroad operation. When good 
weather comes the steady movement 
will be resumed. 

“I. do not consider 17,000 excess 
Canadian cars in this country a large 
number, or anything unusual. Canada 
is a producing country, and it is well 
known that a railroad which originates 
traffic can never expect to keep all of 
its cars on its own rails. We try to 
return cars to Canada right along, but 
I do not believe chat. she will ever get 
back all of her cars.’ 

according to this Sfficial, instructions 
have been given to all railroads to re- 
turn cars to Canada as soon as un- 
toaded and not to use them in the mean- 
time for other routtigs. Requests from 
freight-congested ‘territory for Canadian 
cars for a few weeks have been re- 
fused. 

““We want to get the cars back to 
.Canada,”’ added the railway man. ‘‘ You 
know there is a demurrage charge of 
90 cents per day on each car kept in 
this country, so you can see there is no 
reason not to return them as soon as 
possible. They cannot be used here to 
make up for shortage omears belonging 
to American systems, So there is no 
reason in retaining them beyond the 
necessary time. 

‘The whole thing is the bad weather. 
One system could not move a single car 
on one of its New England lines week 

before last on account of snow. Some 
catiway, men have the idea that the 
Canadian lines are making these de- 
mands because they are themselves hard 
pressed by shippers and that when they 
find themselves unable to move cars in 
their own territory they complain that 


their cars are being held in the United 
States.’ 
It .is understood here that the com- 
pene from Canada arise from the 
ailway Commission of the Dominion 
and from the Minister of Railways.
